Nenrly two-thirds of our population do not possess the luxury 


of a bnth tub in their home* And these nro tho people who toil 
tho hardest, perspire moat nnd coniequontly need tho bath tub 
moat. 


To meet this public necessity n lyatem of public bnths could 


bo constructed for u«o in rummer at lo.ist for a very moderate 
sum but somehow nobody •oomo to take sufficient interest in 
tho matter to stnrt the movement. 


With two noble rivors joining their waters near tho centre 


of our city, with a superb system of canals; with a system of 
waterworks excelled by nono of equal size, yet the toilers and 
even tho boys of our city must risk their lives or take tho 
chances of arrest when they attempt to take a bath either in 
river or canal. 


What is the result? An average of fivo drownlnns every 


summer with such spectacles as wore witnossod last Sunday 
when an officer walked off with the clothes of a few young men 
who were enjoying a swim in the river. 
_ 
The chief obstacle to the establishment of public baths Is 


tho laok of the necessary funds. For a moderate sum a largo 
swimming place can bo maintained every summer above Paw- 
tuoket bridge; and it would not be very expensive to establish 
winter baths at a central point in tho city. 


This would prevent the drownings; it would improve tho 


public health nnd at the same time tho public 
morals while 


affording tho toilers a privilege that would increase their com* 
fort and happiness—ono that they would appreciate far more 
than public parks, free concerts, or anything else we can offer 
them. 
Where is tho public benefactor who will establish a free 


system of public baths? 


The park department should have nn emergency sans ready to meet 


swarms of brown-tails with a spray of S.TOC chemical that would kill them 
quickly. When they eomc like n snow •.to'-in Unit method would pay better 
thai: watting to hunt up the. nests.

of a bath tub in their Homes nnd these are tho people who toil 
the hardest, perspire moat and consequently need the bath tub 
most.

For n moderate sum a largo 


swimming place can bo maintained every aummer above Paw- 
tucket bridge; and it would not be very oxpenslvo to establish 
winter baths at a central point in tho city. 


This would prevent the drownings; it would improve the 


public health and at the same time tho public morals while 
affording the toilers a privilege that would increase their com- 
fort and happiness—ono that they would appreciate far more 
than public parks, frco concerts, or anything else we can offer 
them.
